It would pay dividends to all readers of this editorial 
to place the paper down and take a check around the 
home or farm and see that everything is in tip-top shape 
before winter sets in. Such points as outlined below 
should be thoroughly checked and any more that you 
should happen to run into in your travels. 


)1. Are your stove pipes and chimneys clean and in 
good repair? — 
' 9. Is there rubbish such as old papers, broken furni- 
ture, in your attic or basement? 

3.Is there inflamable rubbish in your yard or around 
your burning barrel? ‘ : ; 

4. Are your floors under stoves protected by metal? 

.. Are your’ walls, ceiling and partitions protected 
from overheating of stoves? 

6. Are your matches kept away from heat and out of 
the reach of children? 

7. Is your wiring safe—are there wires looped over 
joists, hanging, or frayed insulation? < 

8. Are inflammable liquids safely stored—such as 
gasoline and coal oil? 

9. Do you smoke in bed?—if so, soone r or later you’re 
heading for trouble.. g's

will add a definite measure of safety to. your premises.

. We have obtained some facts on fires and its damage 
listed by the National Fire Prevention Association as 
they pertain to the United States. Did you know that 
every day in the United States.there are 1690 fires. 
These fires kill 22 persons, destroy 72 homes, 155 stores. 
Every day there are 88 factory fires, 6, church fires, 5 


school fires and 2 hospital fires. These of course yary in ° 


seriousness; Each and every one does damage however, 
many of the fires take lives, all of them could develop 
into a flaming conflagration. 


These fires cost a good deal of money. In 1871 when 
the city of Chicago caught fire the damage done amoun- 
ted to $168 million. Last year the fire that followed the 
Texas City waterfront blast consumed an estimate of 67 
million dollars. 


As for the causes of fires it would tend to bear out that 
smoking and matches play the largest role. In the, Unit- 
ed States there are over 600 thousand fires every year, 
and smoking and matches start approximately 106 
thousand. Other factors are listed. Misuse of electrical 
équipment and faulty wiring cause 70 thousand, defect- 
jive heating equipment 45,500, defective chimneys 31,000 
careless handling of inflammable liquids 25,000, child- 
ren playing with matches 22,500, and so on down the 
line, 


It boils down to the facet that it doesn’t pay to take 
chances with fire. In the U.S. the average is worked out 
—one person will burn to death every 65 minutes—and 
a dwelling fire will occur every two.

They are 
few and simple and yet some hunters will ignore them, 
or only half practise them. These are the dangerous 
people who endanger your life. Be careful of the com- 
pany you choose to go hunting with. If a man is known 
to be a careless individual drop him like a ‘‘hot. potato’’

Practise safety at all times, it will mean fewer accidents.

No Butter Shortage — 

Trade Minister Howe last week 
moved to stamp out a butter short- 
age which appeared a certainty -for 
Canada this winter. His action met 
with complete approval from the 
National Dairy Council. 

The Dairy Council, which’ repre- 
sents some 600 to 600 dealers in 
Canada, offered ita congratulations 
when Mr. Howe said that agree- 
ments have been completed to bring 
in some. 9,000,000 pounds of butter 
from New Zealand and Denmark. 

In addition to these contracts, Mr. 
Howe said further imperts will be 
made from a_ third unidentified 
country. Altogether these imports 


. will be sufficient to meet the short- 


age estimated to be not less than 
15,000,000 pounds and not. more 
than 20,000,000 pounds. 

Butter production showed signs 
of weakening early in August. The 
National Dairy Council appeared be- 
fore the cabinet-and called on tha 
government to announce quickly 
what action they plan to take to 
meet the shortage threat. 

Suggestions were made that but- 
ter be imported or existing supplies 
rationed. In the event 
not be done, thé Council even sug- 
ested lifting the 62-year-old oleo- 
margarine ban—a suggestion which 
the Council has never before favor- 
ed.

Predict Bumper Harvest 

Canadian farmers could look for- 
ward to more money for wheat in 
1948. A wheat crop of 391,000,000 
bushels—more than 50,000,000 bush- 
els greater than the 1947 harvest— 
was fordééast by the bureau of: stat- 
istics last week. 

It was. the bureau’s second esti- 
mate ef what Canada’s soil will 
yield this fall. The first estimate in 
August placed the wheat crop at 
372,000,000 bushels, but good matur- 
ing and excellent harvest weather 
during the following weeks boosted 
the estimate. 

The estimate includes 362,661,000 
bushels of spring wheat, produced 
mainly. on the three Prairie Provin- 
ces, and 28,331,000 bushels of win- 
ter wheat, which comes mostly from 
Ontario. ; 

A good part of the crop will go 
to the United Kingdom at $2 a bush- 
el for No. 1 Northern. About 160,- 
000,000 bushels will.go towards dom- 
estic needs, also at ,$2 a bushel, 
Some part of the crop wil] be allot- 
ted to South Africa and Israel, 
which is also anxious to obtain Can- 
adian beef and a host of other com- 
modities, ;

The potato is subject to many dis- 
eases, The worst is blight, Farmers 
who plant potatos for their own use 
and lack proper facilities for spray-’ 
ing may lose up to 
their crop through blight every year 


Even in conmercial—growing Q 
where expensive spraying ashes ) 


are used, ‘blight loss may run to 25 
per cent in a season. 


The experimental station set out 
to beat blight in 1938. The only 
source of blight immunity then was 
the wild potato of Central America 
— a pea-sized tuber impervious to 
blight even in the steaming equat- 
orial heat, It had no value as food 
but from the research standpoint its 
potential value was tremendous. 


The station consequently import- 
ed wild potatoes from Central Amer 
ica, These were cultivated and cros- 
sed with established New Brunswick 
commercial vasieties by fertilizing 
the pistils of blossoms of the 
commercial varieties with pollen 
from the blossoms of the wild pota- 
toes, and vice versa, Fs 


The resulting seeds were sorted 
and planted. Then began the long 
process of selective breeding from 
the seedlings, or new and nameless 
potato varieties which grew from 
the seeds. 


Inoculated With Blight 
So far more than 160,000 seed- 


lings have been tested, Inoculated 


with blight organisms, they are 
tried out first at the greenhouse of 
the experimental station. Those sub 
sequently showing blight are dis- 
carded. The others are subjected to 
further tests, outdoors and indoors, 


not only for immunity to blight but: 


for resistance to other diseases auch 
as common scab, leaf roll and mos- 
aic, 


The project has attracted nation- 
al and international attention, Seed- 
lings from Fredericton are ‘being 
grown experimentally on several 
farms in the Maritime Provinces, at 
agricultural colleges and experimen- 
tal stations across Canada, and also 
in the United States, Great Britain 
and Australia. 


‘Culmination of the long research 
will be the release of seedlings for 
commercial production, This is ex- 
pected within the next two years, 
as some seedlings now available 
have never developed blight. The 
station scientists also hope the new 
potatoes will equal the best commer 
cial varieties in quality and yield, as 
well as having immunity to late 
blight. . 


L, C. Young, with degrees in agri- 
culture from Ontario Agricultural 
College and the University of Minn- 
esota, has supervised the potatoe 
program.

PICKLES TO TICKLE 
THE PALATE 

Tasty relishes, sauces, and pickles 
~here are a few suggestions from 
Miss Doris Elford of the Home Ec- 
onomics Division, Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, that will help 
to add zip and interest to that long 
succession of winter meals. 

When making your pickles and 
relishes, use porcelain-lined, granite 
ware, aluminum, or stainless steel 
kettles. Use a granite or wooden 
spoon for stirring. Do not use iron, 
copper or brase utensils. 

Some vegetables such as cucum- 
bers should be soaked in salt water 
for a few hours or over night, Use 
one cup of salt to 2 quarts (10 cups) 
of boiling water. The salt draws the 
water from the tissues and makes 
them crisp, firm, and ready -to ab- 
‘sorb the pickling solution. 

Use common table or dairy galt. 
Free running salt, because of a spec- 
ial treatment, causes. cloudy brine. 
Todized salt may cause a brownish 
scum or sediment so is not recom- 
mended. — 

Too much salt toughens and ashiv- 
els vegetables, while too little salt 
causes soft and slippery pickles. 

Too strong vinegar may bleach or

weak vinegar may cause soft pick- 
les. White spirit vinegar givés bet- 
ter eolour where onions, cauliflower 
and pears are used,
